Nor is it to b: expected that Governor 
Davis will delay repressive action now 
that he and his Government have.received 
such full recognition from the Supreme 
Court. 
The Fnsionista will find it neces­ 
sary to ‘’step down attd out.” It is useless 
for them to appeal to Congress, for they 
have no ground of appeal, and Congress 
has no pretense for interference in the 
matter. 
They lent them selves to the most 
audacious and ii famous political conspiracy 
of modern times, and they show ed their 
readiness to profit by Garcclon’s shameless 
illegalities without scruple. 
On the prin­ 
ciple that the receiver is a3 bad as the 


thief, they are equally culpable 
with 
the heads of the conspiracy, and they 
ought to think themselves fortunate if 
they escape prosecution, 
The conspiracy 
was remarkable chiefly for its audacity, 
for its lack of plausibility wa3 apparent 
throughout. 
It was the kind of political 
crime which never succeeds except when 
the perpetrators have an army to back 
them, for the very fact that the conspira­ 
tors were compel led to make a pretense of 
constitutionality rendered it certain from 
the beginning that they would be “ hoist 
“ with their own petard."

has the scheme broken down, moreover, 
that there will he no opportunity for that 
fraud upon the electoral count which is 
believed to have teen the central purpose 
of the w hole proceedings.

■LEE MORMON PROGRAMME. 


An apostate Mormon and 
Dauitc has 
been lecturing iu Now \ ork, and he states 
that the main object of the Saints in sock­ 
ing the admission of Utah to the Union is 
to obtain the means of legislating all the 
G entiles out of the Territory. The Ilia or.r- 
U xio.n some months ago indicated this is 
the Mormon programme, and subsequent 
inquiry has fully confirmed our belief on 
that head. 
The Mormons, says the lec- 
. 
turcr, anticipate an easier arrangement 
with the Democrats than with the Repub­ 
licans—which is complimentary to the lat­ 
ter. 
The Saints appear to think that the 
Democrats would let them do as they liked 
with the State, provided they sent a Demo­ 
cratic delegation to Cougre3S ; and perhaps 
this confidence is not ill-placed. 
It is 
probable, however, that the real intentions 
of the Mormons w ill have hcen too widely 
circulated to render the success of this pre­ 
gramme practicable. 


NO SETT. A SESSION. 


Governor Perkins has stated in the most 
positive way that ho w ill not call an extra 
session under any circumstances. 
This is 
good news, for it is calculated to impress 
the minds of legislators w ith the necessity 
of steady and persistent work. 
The pros­ 
pect of an extra session tended to demoral­ 
ize members, many of them regarding pres­ 
ent waste of tim e as unimportant, because 
of this anticipated prolongation of the 
working period. 
They must now realize 
that their record lias to he made within 
the constitutional hundred days, and that 
therefore there is no time for play or 
frivolity. 
The present Legislature un­ 
doubtedly has before it a tremendous task, 
and it ought to show a corresponding sense 
of its responsibility, though in the Assem ­ 
bly the evidence of such consciousness has 
unfortunately been wanting hitherto. 


The proposition to seek a competent 
Prison Warden outsi le the State has en­ 
countered some objections so curiously 
narrow, provincial, and unreasonable, as to 
justify astonishment. 
In the first place 
this proposition rests entirely upon the as­ 
sumption that there is no trained penol­ 
ogist iu the .State, available for the posi­ 
tion. 
If that assumption can be disproved 
the proposition to look abroad for help 
must fall to the ground. 
But no effort has 
L-een made to disprove it, and for the very 
conclusive reason tiiat the local lack of the 
peculiar kind of traiuing demanded is no­ 
torious and undeniable. 
Tbs opponents of 
the proposition do not venture to assert 
that there is no need for special training in 
the office of Warden, 
'i hey cannot dis­ 
pute the obvious truth that the inaugura­ 
tion of prison reform must depend mainly 
upon 
the 
knowledge 
of 
penology 
possessed 
by 
those 
who 
are 
to 
administer 
the 
system . But 
they 
say 
that 
there 
“ ought 
to 
be ” 
the requisite skill and training somewhere 
iu the State, and ’ they intimate vaguely 
that some mysterious humiliation would 
be involved in importing a stranger from 
New York or elsewhere to fill the office. 
The only logical inference from this kind 
of objection is, that the State ought to be 
regarded as possessing whatever talent of 
any kind it may need, and that it should 
never look abroad for help iu anything. 
Y et a little reflection will show that this 
theory is not only ridiculous in itself, but 
that the State has iguored it in the past 
whenever it was necessary to do so. 
For 
example, when we wanted a President for 
our State University, we did not confine 
ourselves ti> local talent, but went abroad 
and imported Professor Gilman. 
Agaiu, 
when w e wanted a Professor of English 
Literature and Belles Lotties, we did 
not avail 
ourselves of 
the latent lit­ 
erary 
genius 
to 
he 
found 
in 
the 
community, but we took a citizen of New 
York, and put him in that chair. 
When 
we needed all the experience and skill that 
eould he brought to bear upon those en­ 
gineering problems 
which perplex 
the 
State, 
we 
did 
not satisfy 
ourselves 
with the services of local professional men, 
but we went abroad and engaged the as­ 
sistance of Captain Mads. 
W hen our 
wealthy citizens build themselves costly 
houses, and desire to beautify them with 
mural decorations, they do not go to local 
artists if they can find better ones, but 
they 811 ml for the most renowned and skill­ 
ful fresco painters of Italy and France. 
W hen some important undertaking is ou 
foot, requiring special knowledge on the 
part of the superintendent, the first thing 
sought by the projectors is competence, 
and they look all over the world for what 
they need, until they find it. 


The same rule holds good in all similar 
cases. 
It is a rule boru of common busi­ 
ness sagacity, and it is recognized as being 
essential to success in any enterprise. 
In 
the present case it is undoubtedly the fact 
that we have no man in the ¡State who 
understands the science of pcnologj* prac­ 
tically*. 
It is also the fact that there are 
men who understand that science in other 
States. 
It is equally true that unless we 
put a trained penologist in the office of 
Warden we cannot expect to begin our ef­ 
forts at prison reform at all hopefully, or 
upon a common-seuse basis. 
W c sup­ 
pose it w ill not be contested that the re­ 
form of 
the State Prison is the fun­ 
damental 
requirement. 
If 
that 
is so, 
however, it follows inevitably that the best 
way* to secure U,at reform must be {lie only 
right way ; and plainly the best way is to 
put at the head of the work a man who 
knows how to d oit, and who has not got to 
learn everything. 
It lias seemed to us 
throughout the discussion of this question 
that it was one about which there ought 
to be no possibility of doubt. 
W hen once 
it v.as shown that the State might he able 
to secure the services of a prison super- 
intcudent^of well-tested capacity* and life­ 
long experience, we should have thought 
that the only remaining question would 
have been, “ Gan we induce such am an 
“ to take 
tho 
position?” 
It 
is 
no 
disparagement 
to 
Californians 
to 
say 
that they are not fit for such an office, any­ 
more than it is a disparagement to say of 
a lawyer that he is not an architect, or of 
a soldier that he is not a chemist. 
But it 
would certainly be discreditable to our in­ 
telligence as a community if we failed to 
see the wisdom and desirability of putting 
the right mau in the right place in a case 
of so much importance. 
And that is really 


the only practical consideration in the 
premises. 
Not possessing the necessary 
talent, we ought to seek for it wherever it 
is to he found, and having found it we 
ought to secure and bring it here.* That is 
how success is attained wherever it is at­ 
tained, and in no other way can it be ex­ 
pected that our prison system w ill he made 
a credit to the State. 


BAYARD 
ON 
FINANCE. 


Bayard's speech on the proposition to 
withdraw the legal tender qualification 
from the greenback appears to have been a 
very manly and earnest presentation of 
the question, and it f^ clear that it was 
made in complete indifference to the effect 
it might have upon his Presidential as­ 
pirations. 
Senator Bayard, indeed, is one 
of the few members of Congress who, iu 
these days of tim e-serving and moral cow­ 
ardice, has the courage of bis convictions, 
and who treats great issues w ith a single 
eye to their hearing upon tho interests of 
the country. 
In the present case there 
does net appear any* probability that he 
w ill succeed iu carrying his views ou 
finance, for his colleagues of both parties 
have evidently reached the conclusion that 
it would be dangerous to disturb the exist­ 
ing condition of 
things. 
But for all 
that 
Senator 
Bayard’s financial argu­ 
ment is a 
sound 
one, and some 
day 
his warnings may be recalled to mind 
regretfully. 
It is true that the status of 
the greenback is anomalousa*ud unsafe, and 
that a broad and enlightened statesman­ 
ship would require the abrogation of its 
legal tender element. 
The temptations 
to inflation which must always be present 


while the control of the c-uirency is in the 
hands of Congress constitute a persistent 
source of danger to the country. 
The 
proneness 
of 
politicians to 
favor any 
legislation whatever that proposes the .ex­ 
penditure of money among the people, is 
notorious, and the W eaver Bill shows to 
what length it is always liable to be car­ 
ried. And when, as may at any time happen, 
the two parties are bidding against one 
another for popular support, there never 
can he any security agaiqst the enactment 
of measures necessitating the wildest and 
most reckless inflation, and one such meas­ 
ure would be very apt to rouse 
the 
couutry 
from 
its 
dream 
of 
safety, 
and 
plunge 
it 
into 
a 
panic 
fear 
which would unda all that has been ac­ 
complished. 
Senator Bayard speaks the 
language of patriotism and truth, but we 
fear that he addresses an indifferent andi- 
cnee. 
The fatal paralysis of political pre­ 


caution is upon Congress at this juncture, 
and no matter what the danger of inaction, 
it will be scarcely possible to spur it into 
any course that involves committal to a 
definite financial policy. 
W hen politicians 
think they see clearly* which way the cat 
is going to jump, they will begin to talk as 
though they possessed convictions. 
Mean­ 
tim e they* w ill sit aud listen to Senator 
Bayard, and wonder how any man \t ho 
wants To he President can be such a fool as 
to challenge the antagonism of the Green- 
backcra, ju=t because he thinks their doc­ 
trine dangerous to the country*. 


SMALL COIN. 


TELEGRAPHIC.

UNION. 


MATTESS AT WASHINGTON. 


Some of the San Francisco W orkingmen 
arc agitating against the introduction of 
small coins in this community*. 
They say 
that nothing smaller than the five-cent 
piece ought to be admitted, and this senti­ 
ment is very heartily indorsed by the 
small retail dealers. 
W e suppose that the 
San Francisco W orkingmen are so wealthy 
that they can afford to affect a disdain for 
trifles. 
If they arc not millionaires their 
position is untenable, however. 
It is tan­ 
tamount to a demand that, in the interest 
of tiie poor man, nothing in California 
shall cost less than five cents. 
The fact 
that there are many things of which five 
cents’ wortii is more than most people need 
at once, does not seem to have struck 
these W orkingmen. 
Tho fact that the 
five-cent system 
cauSes them 
to 
pay 
five cents for many things which in any 
other State of the Union sell for one or two 
cents, has r.ot been realized by them. 
If 
they had small change the rational pre­ 
sumption is that their money would go 
farther and buy more. «The notion that 
small coin3 would depress wages is ridicu­ 
lous. 
On the contrary, the free use of the 
cent would unquestionably give wages a 
larger purchasing power. 
The small retail 
traders nrc of course opposed to any change 
in the existing situation, because their profit 
lic3 in the five cent system. But the W ork­ 
ingmen do not reflect that the profit which 
comes to the retailer from the absence of 
Htnall coins must be iu a majority of eases 
a loss to the cou3umer. 
It would be a 
good thiug for the poor to introduce the 
cent on this eoas(¡, and if the San Francisco 
Workingmen have any common sense they 
w ill urge rather than resist the proposition. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


[Prom .Sail Francisco exchanges of January *23tii.] 
The next steamer for China docs not 
leave until February 7th. 
There is a scarcity of coal in the local 
market, owing to a number of vessels be­ 
ing bar-bound at Coos Bay. 
The State Prison Directors have ap­ 
pointed as Clerk to the Board Jerome 
Spaulding, of Oakland, a former resident 
of this city, and a School Director. 
The ship W achusett, hence for Qifrens- 
town September 12th, arrived at the port 
of destination yesterday. 
Captain Blanch­ 
ard, her commander, died at sea December 
12 th. 
A meeting of the Pacific Coast Cigar- 
makers’ Union was held last evening in 
Charter Oak Hall, for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the introduction of cent pieces into 
the city, and taking measures to prevent 
their circulation. 
There are four ships on the way here 
from London, tw o of which left port over 
200 days ago. 
One of these is the Scottish 
Chief, which was spoke October 4th, with 
loss of fore aud main topgallant masts and 
forctop mast, and all yards attached. 
She 
declined assistance. 
Owing to some disagreement between 
the British shipping masters and the sailor 
boarding-house keepers, the latter refuse 
to furnish the former any ms n for outu ard 
hound British vessels, hut have appointed 
one of their number as an agent, ami now 
furnish the captains them selves with sea­ 
men when required. 
The community was pained this morning 
upon tho announcement of the suihleu 
death of Judge Kdiiiuml L. Goold, which 
took place at the Grand H otel. 
Judge 
Goold appeared to be in his usual health 
last evening, and at 12 o’clock parted cheer­ 
fully with several friends. 
Four hours 
later he was dead. 
Apoplexy was the 
cause. 
The closing session of the Grand Lodge 
of 
District No. 4, 
Independent Order 
B'nai B'rith, was held last evening. 
A 
committee was appointed to revise the 
Grand Lodge laws, and to report at the 
next regular session. 
A resolution was 
adopted fixing the initiation fee of the 
order at not less than ¡110, and the fee for 
affiliation at not less than So. 
This morning, shortly after the scholars 
of the Shotwcll-street Primary .School had 
assembled, a slight smoke was noticed, 
which, upon examination, was found to be 
caused by an incipient lire in the office. In 
the excitem ent of the moment, 
before 
learning the full extent of the fire, the 
teachers dismissed the scholars, who filed 
out quite orderly. The fire was afterwards 
found to have caused little damage. 
Had 
a panic ensued, the loss of life might have 
been very great. 
Ex-Senator Frank McCoppin is going to 
Honolulu to engage in sugar-planting. 
H e 
has leased a large tract of land from Claus 
Spreckles, on the Island of Maui, and 
shipped thereto a lot of men, mules, plows, 
wagons, etc., and will immediately upon 
his 
arrival enter into business on an 
extensive scale. 
He^ will be followed 
shortly by his family, but if successful in 
his speculation, he designs to rent his 
plantation and return to San Francisco at 
the expiration of two years. 
Mr. McCop­ 
pin expects to plant a crop of about 500 
acres of sugar-cane during the year. 
An announcement made this morning to 
the effect that George Schoenwald, man­ 
ager of the Lick House, had resigned, is 
premature. 
It is, however, understood by 
Mr. Sohoenwald’s fellow ¡Trustees of the 
Lick estate that he intends resigning, hav­ 
ing made other business arrangements. 
The announcement that the Board of Lick 
Trustees had decided to remodel the Lick 
House and devote the lower story to busi­ 
ness purposes, and using the upper stc.ry as 
a lodging-house, is also represented by the 
Trustees as premature, no such plan having 
been adopted by them. 
After the unusually long voyage of 102 
days the hark Antioch arrived from Hong­ 
kong yesterday. 
The passage was fraught 
with trouble aud disaster. 
H eavy storms 
prevailed most of October and November. 
On December 7th Albert Frederick, a sailor, 
was lost overboard while furling sail dur­ 
ing a squall. 
The gale carried aw ay the 
maintop-gallantmast and royalmast. 
On 
December 17th heavy gales were encoun­ 
tered, continuing until the 19th. 
It blew 
again a strong gale from the east on the 
23d. 
From January 10th to the 17th the 
vessel struggled against strong southwest 
gales, after which lighter winds prevailed. 
The Antioch was one of the vessels for 
whose safety feart had been entertained.

The Judge who delivered the 
opinion holds that the objection raised by 
the prisoner’s counsel to admitting the 
judgment record of the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, 
showing 
the 
conviction 
of 
the principa’s, 
Bernstein, Perlstein aud 
Freeman of 
arson iu the first' degree, 
was 
not well -taken. 
He 
says 
that 
under the statute, arson 
in the first 
degree Í3 the willful setting fire to, or burn­ 
ing in the night time a dwelling-house in 
which there is at the time a human being, 
and that any house or other edifice which 
shall have been usually occupied by per­ 
sons lodging therein at night shall be 
deemed the dwelling-house of ar.y person 
so lodging therein. 
H e holds that under 
this siatute each suite of apartments is a 
dwelling-house.

Two 
Fusionists to-day appeared in the Republican 
House, and numerous others have expressed 
an intention to follow them. 
The Fusionist 
Governor, Smith, and Talbot, Speaker of the 
Fusion House, will leave for their homes to­ 
morrow. 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE AT WORK. 
A ugusta, January 28th.—The committee 
to investigate if enlistments for the enroll­ 
ment of men have been made, held its first 
session this afternoon. 
Mayor Nash, of this 
city, gave lengthy testimony. 
He says he 
was fully satisfied that there had been enlist­ 
ments made here, and that an organization 
was being formed here in the office of K. W.

T! e 11-pub 
licans and quite a number of Fusionists say 
the Fusion Legislature will never again 
meet, as will be shown to-morrow by the 
members taking their seats in the regular 
Legislature ; that the course pursued was an 
indirect method of dissolving. 
If members 
j go home they will soon be returned by their 
I constituents, to look out for important inter­ 
! ost.c coming before the 1 legislature this session. 
The Legisla ture will declare vacant all thesei.t 
that are not now filled, and a new election 
will be ordered. 
The Fusionist Secretary of 
State, Sawyer, piomises to return the valua­ 
tion hooks to the office of the Secretary of 
State, and it is thought he will not claim to 
be Secretary any longer. 
It is the opinion on 
all sides that the contest is now ended and 
the excitement closed. 
An*aii*s at tlic National Capital. 
[Special to the Rkcokd-Ukion.J 
W a shington, January 28th.—A prominent 
New York politician, who has the confidence 
of Senator Conk ling, is authority for the 
statement that the New York Republican 
Convention will not be called until April, aud 
that the probability is that the delegation to 
tho Chicago Convention wilt be instructed to 
vote for Senator Conkling for the Presidential 
nomination. 
Colonel Tom Keogh, Secretary of the N a­ 
tional Republican Committee, left for his 
home in North Carolina last night. 
He says 
that Secretary Sherman will not he able to 
get the North Carolina delegation to the N a­ 
tional Convention. 
He thinks that Grant is 
losing ground in New York. 
A prominent member of Congress from 
Pennsylvania, whose judgment is entitled 
to especial confidence, says that the State 
Convention which meets at Harrisburg Feb­ 
ruary 4th, will not instruct the delegates lo 
vote for Grant. 
They would not be in­ 
structed to vote for any candidate in particu­ 
lar, lie thought. 
The only instructions will, 
iu his opinion, be to vote as a unit. 
This 
course would be pursued to secure more im­ 
portance to Pennsylvania. 
Senator Blaine's reappearance in the Sen­ 
ate Chamber to day was enthusiastically wel- 
corned by his hosts of personal and political 
friends. 
He is in excellent health, and does 
not seeur to be at all displeased with the 
“ boom,” which is now making itself so 
strongly manifest in his presidential interests 
in Pennsylvania and elsewhere. 
Referring 
to Maine matters, he predicts that three days 
hence there vv ill be not a vestige of the Fu­ 
sion Legislature left. 
His family returned 
to Washington this evening. 
It is reported hero that U . S. Grant, Jr., 
familiarly known as “ Buck,” has recently 
made §100,000 by lucky speculations in New 
Y’ork.< 
* 
Chairman Atkins, of the House Committee 
on Appropriations, is recovering slowly. 
T he A m e ric a n Navy—A Hill fo r Ms R e o r­ 
g a n iz a tio n - Au I n te re s tin g R e p o rt. 
W ashington, January 28th.—Representa­ 
tive Harris, of Massachusetts, iu behalf of 
the House Naval Committee, to-day reported 
to the full committee a bill which was unan­ 
imously adopted and will be presented to the 
House to-morrow with a request that an early 
day be set for its consideration. 
It is in­ 
tended as the forerunner of legislation look­ 
ing to the complete reorganization of the 
navy. 
Representative Harris’ bill authorizes 
the Secretary of the Navy to cause to be 
made a thorough inspection of all the vessels 
in the navy and all stores and materials, and 
to sell such as are pronounced unworthy. 
The bill provides for the establishment of a 
peimanent construction fund for the navy, 
which shall comprise 
the 
appropriations 
made therefore from time to time by Congress, 
and the proceeds arising from the sale of old 
condemned vessels of the navy aud condemned 
materials, stores and supplies, which fund 
shall be used and expended by the Secretary 
of the Navy in the construction, armament 
and equipments of new naval vessels, and 
for no other purpose. 
The bill further au­ 
thorizes the Secret*, ry to accept models, 
plars, etc., for vessels, engines, machinery, 
armaments, etc., from any and all sources, 
and to determine what sum shall he paid for 
the same. 
A report written by Represent­ 
ative Harris, to accompany the bill, was also 
unanimously adopted, and will be presented to 
the House to-morrow. It sets forth the results 
of a careful investigation made by the com­ 
mittee to asoeitain the present condition, 
character, usefulness and capacity for war­ 
like purposes of each vessel named in the 
Navy Register. 
In concluding the detailed 
analysis of tlis 142 vessels of our navy, the 
committee bring the result into tabular form 
to show, as they say, what a dissolving view 
our navy presents, and continue : “ Here are 
48 vessels and more Lelongiug to the navy to­ 
day, capable of firing a gun, and of these five 
are obsolete sailing vessels. 
If to these we 
were to add the eleven steam vessels repairing 
or awaiting repairs, the six ironclads repair­ 
ing and awaiting repairs, the three steam ves­ 
sels in ordinary, and the one unfinished 
second-rate steam vessel, and assume that 
they eaa all be made fit for duty, the 
whole navy of the U uitcd Staten would at 
any one time number only G9 vessels capable 
of carrying gun3 aud doing uaval duty. Such 
an assumption, however, will not be made by 


men of ordinary judgment. This is the whole 
of the navy of tbe United States, so far as it 
relates to fighting vessels. 
The fact may he 
disagreeable to contemplate and Lumiiiatiug 
to American pride. 
In presenting it, how­ 
ever, we but discharge a duty we owe to the 
House and the people. 
The remedy and re­ 
sponsibility are not with the conmitlee. But 
we are weak in guns as well as in ships. 
We have less than 250 guns afloat in our en­ 
tire navy, and of these less than 40 are rifles— 
a few 8-inch, a few 300-pounders, and a few 
60 [munders— all the rest are antiquated 
smoothbores. 
A t the opening of the late war 
the ships and guns of the American navy 
were equal to those of any nation. 
When 
the Monitor and Merrimac met and startled 
th<* world with their Conflict, in which thick 
arinor became fur the first time au overmatch 
for heavy guns, the other nations commenced 
to solve the great problem in naval warfare. 
While they have been spending va t sums of 
money and making experiments in all ilirec* 
tious, we have re.-tcd and waited, until now 
the power of guns has outrun the resisting 
power of armor. 
We want a navy capable of 
protecting our commerce on all ’seas, of de­ 
fending our own borders from invasion, and 
of destroying the commerce and sea-going 
cruisers of any nation which may make war 
with us. To do tiie first we should put our iron­ 
clad fli-et in a condition of the greatest efficien­ 
cy, and should develop tiie torpedo system 
to its full extent. 
With an iron clad fleet in 
condition fur coast and harbor defense, and 
our torpedo system perfect, forty five millions 
of Americans may defy all danger of foreign 
invasion. 
But wo should be able not only to 
meet and beat off an invader from our shores, 
hilt also to extort from an enemy the terms 
of an honorable peace by aggressive war 
upon 
the 
high 
seai. ’ lire 
late 
war 
has taught how much harm a few fast 
ships, gallantly commanded, can do upon the 
high seas, and the lesson should not be lost 
upon us. 
In the opinion of the committee 
tiie time has arrived when it is a national 
duty to begin the construction of a new navy. 
In any future wars with European nations 
we must fight upon the sea or nowhere. 
The 
committee do not recommend tiie expendi­ 
ture of large sums with a view of perfecting 
such a navy this year or next, but to com­ 
mence the construction of three or four vessels 
each year, and keep constantly employed 
a regular force of shilled mechanics, to 
employ the best skiil in naval architecture, 
in engineering and gunnery, and to settle 
upon the best systems and methods, before 
commencing upon a new navy.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e B unko Oi-ebatoeh. — The trio of 
liunko ojxtrators who recently decampe'! from 
Sacram ento and were arrested at San F ran­ 
cisco for running a bunko game and \ ¡siting 
the same, have been found guilty. 
The Call 
of yesterday furnishes the following synopsis 
of the case and the judicial decision : “ In 
the case of Geary the prosecution proved that 
the accused was found in possession of a * lay­ 
o u t’ used by 4 bunko boys’ in carrying on 
their swindling game, and testim ony was in­ 
troduced to show th at the game is c -ndncteff 
as a banking game, w ith t)'J7,000 chances in 
favor of the game to one in favor of the 
player. 
On behalf of the accused counsel 
claims th at ’ bunko’ is Hot a gayxe coming 
within the law describing w hat banking 
games are. hut th at it was simply a game of 
chain--, with the chance iu favor of the dealer. 
The Judge said th at lie was satisfied that the 
position taken by the prosecution was cor­ 
rect ; th a t he was satisfied th at the defendant 
was guilty, and ordered him to appear for 
sentence. 
In the m atter of the two others 
who were charged w ith having visited a gam­ 
bling place, the defendants’ counsel claimed 
th at his clients were not within the law, as 
it appeared in evidence th at they merely 
went to G eary’s room to see if lie lived 
there, 
and 
th at 
they 
had 
not 
gone 
there to gamble, and that in order to commit 
a crime there m ust lie a joint union of act 
and intent. 
Judge Rix said th at under a 
strict interpretation of the provision of the 
law every person who goes to a place where 
gambling is carried on. no m atter how inno­ 
cent his purpose in going there is, he would 
have to be convicted, hut th at if a person 
was tried before hint, and it should appear 
th at he w ent to a gambling place 011 legiti­ 
m ate business, he would not feel authorized 
to convict, 
in this case, however, he said 
the evidence went to show th at the defend­ 
ants knew Geary, knew th at gambling was 
his business, and it was fair to conclude that 
they knew w hat kind of business was carried 
on in the room where Geary was, and there­ 
fore their purpose in going there could not 
have been an innocent one. 
The Judge re- 
xrarked th at it was fortunate th at the police 
had arrested Geary the day after he had 
rented the room and before he had an oppor­ 
tu n ity to fleece victims. 
W right and Jo h n ­ 
son were adjudged guilty and ordered to ap­ 
licar for sentence to-day.” 


A nother “ F rank.”— The local item in 
yesterday’s issua-iu regard to the quiet m an­ 
ner in which a young man named “ Frank ” 
had slipped aw ay to the Bay and returned 
with a bride, and how, while they fancied 
their m arriage a profound secret, a party of 
friends appeared upon the scene and extended 
a voluntary surprise, was unintentionally the 
-■lurce of nxueh perplexity and confusion to 
a bashful and entirely innocent young man, 
and also created a iiiad of amusement fox* 
his bachelor friends. 
The blame for it m ust 
fall upon a certain combination of circum­ 
stances th at tended to establish as a verity a 
suspicion th at had been entertained and 
came so near b. ing adapted to the young 
man’s case th at it was evident to him no one 
else was m eant. 
This individual happened 
to be also named “ F rank,” he lived near the 
locality mentioned, was a book-keeper, two 
days before had visited the Bay and returned 
the preceding evening in company with a lady 
fiieud. 
It was commonly believed by his ac­ 
quaintances th at the object of his trip was 
to arrange for an early alliance with a 
lady residing in the city by the sea. 
Y esterday morning, when he entered the hotel 
dining-room, he found his table friends engaged 
in m aking numerous comments, such a s : 
“ Sly chap,” “ a cunning fellow,” 
“ lucky 
m an,” ami the inevitable “ 1 told you so !” 
etc. 
(in inquiring the meaning of such com­ 
plim ents, a volley of congratulations were 
showered at him, and the newspaper article 
exhibited. 
The victim of circumstances read, 
and as he did so became convinced th at his 
pluus had been suspected and made the sub­ 
ject of an exaggerated story ; yet for awhile 
he found it necessary to deny th at his pur­ 
pose in coming to breakfast was for a 
“ blind.” The persecuted young man, how­ 
ever, did not iiii.-s his meals during the day, 
b u t foxxxxd it necessary more than once to si- 
leoce tlie jests by an order for cigars for the 
crowd.

THE LOSS OF CROP BT FLOOD 
Referred to, and there are no beets now in 
stock, but active preparations are already ia 
progress for early and extensive planting 
upon the company’s grounds, and contracts 
have also been made with farmers in the vi­ 
cinity, who will turn largely to beet-raising 
the coming season. 
The anticipated resum p­ 
tion of business by the factory is received 
by the farmers in th at region with favor and 
satisfaction, as the raising of beets, even at a 
less price per ton than by former contracts, 
is regarded as mors desirable and profitable 
than any other crop to which the land can be 
applied. 
Mr. Ames has had no difficulty in 
obtaining contracts for all the beets he may 
de-ire, in addition to the amount th at will be 
raised upon the factory premises, a t 83 per 
ton, which price is entirely satisfactory to 
himself and acceptable to the farmers. \V hen 
it is considered th at upon the rich bottom 
lands in tin t vicinity tw enty tons of beets 
per acre is 1 u t an average crop, and th at even 
as high as forty has been raised, and as it is 
claimed th at two crops can be raised upon the 
same land each year, it will be seen that 
farmenqfcven at th at price per ton, or eveu 
less, can regard it as a profitable crop to raise. 
W hile there will continue to be danger of re­ 
curring inundation and loss Of crops, as in 
1878, until 
THE DEBRIS QUESTION 
Should have been effectively settled and the 
continuous filling of the river channel thereby 
stopped, yet the danger to the beet crop is 
no greater than to that, of any other, and if 
greater loss is sustained in its destruction it is 
because this crop is more valuable for the 
farm er to raise. 
The present capacity of the 
Isleton factory is from thirty to thiity-five 
tons per day, but M r. Ames will immediately 
make such improvements and additions to 
the works as to increase the capacity to from 
fifty to sixty tons, and intends to run the 
factory on th at basis continuously from the 
time the first crop of beets matures, which it 
i- expected will not be later than the 1st of 
August, and probably somewhat earlier. 
These improvements are done at the expense 
of the lessee, and will cost about 820,000. iu 
addition to this, the rent paid is equal to a 
good per cent, upon the company’s invest­ 
ment, which indicates the confidence un­ 
der which the enterprise is taken up by the 
new management, and this confidence is the 
result of established success iu the business 
of sugar-producing by the factory at Ahui­ 
lado, with which, as before mentioned, Mr. 
Ames is connected. 


THE RESULTS OK OPERATIONS 
Of the Sacramento V alley Beet Sugar Fac­ 
tory near this city doubtless had the e je c t of 
lessening the faith of many in the general 
subject of the m anufacture of sugar from 
beets. 
The failure of the Sacramento com­ 
pany, however, cannot be taken as a criterion 
upon which to base an opinion, as the same 
machinery, in part, is th at now iu use in the 
Alvarado factory, where the business has at­ 
tained a highly successful and remunerative 
standard. 
While it may be true th at some of 
these failures are caused by inadaptation of 
soil to produce beets sufficiently rich in sac­ 
charine m atter to make manufacture from 
them profitable, the principal causes have 
been either from inadaptation of the man­ 
agers to business success and a want of honest 
and economical adm inistration of affairs, or, 
as in the greater num ber of cases, and which 
may be summed up in a single line, “ failed 
for w ant of information.” I t is characteristic 
of Americans, os well ar «orno others, to rush 
into whatever is new and has the appearance 
or gives promise of a good profit, ami also to 
as quickly abandon an enterprise whenever 
serious obstaoles are presented, without wait­ 
ing for results of more manure experience. 
H ad the same course been pursued in Ger­ 
many and France during the many years of 
experimental period upon this subject 


THE SUCCESSFUL MANUFACTURE 
Of sugar from beets as one of the leading in­ 
dustries of Europe, would have been to-day 
unknown. Although from the time of the dis­ 
covery of sugar in beets, ascertained by A. 
S. M arggraf, of Berlin, in 1747, the experi­ 
ments up to about the close of the seven­ 
teenth century were largely confined to those 
made by the discoverer, and did not reach 
th at success which made the business profita­ 
ble, it demonstrated the fact th at sufficient 
saccharine substance was ceutained in the 
beet to make the manufacture of sugar from 
it of commercial importance, when a process 
; hould be found by which to successfully con­ 
vert it into merchantable form and quality. 
This fact having been established through 
the persistent efforts of M arggraf, the Prus­ 
sian Government took the subjeqbin baud in 
1790, and instituted an experimental factory 
in Lower Silesia, a t w hich the rate of 0 per 
cent, of yellow raw sugar and 3 per cent, of 
molasses was obtained. This result, enforced 
by the Government’s sanction and confidence 
in the enterprise, led w ithin the next few 
years to the establishment of other factories 
in Prussia and other countries of Europe. 
Napoleon, who bad been 


CAREFULLY WATCHING THE SUBJECT 
And its progress, having become convinced 
of its eventual success and growing impor­ 
tance in a national point of view, estab­ 
lished in France in 181” under his personal 
care and direction, and with ample appropria­ 
tion from 
the royal exchequer, extensive 
operations in this new field of industry, both 
looking to the welfare of his subjects by in­ 
creasing th e demand for labor and to furnish 
by internal production a leading commodity 
and necessity of lite. These operations, which 
were prosecuted with the characteristic vigor 
of Napoleon, proved so successful and re­ 
munerative th at numerous ether factories 
throughout the empire soon sprang up and 
the business became so extended an l methods 
forthe m anufacture of the finestquality of mar­ 
ket sugar from beets were brought to such per­ 
fection th at as e aily as 1829, half acentury 
agn, France alone produ. ed about O.OfiO^Hlff 
punnds.au amount more than equal to the pres­ 
ent annual consumption of the State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
From th a t time, and even previous, 
the establishment of this industry over the 
greater portion of Europe became rapid aud 
has continued to increase until, as the pres­ 
ent statistics show, the sugar annually pro­ 
duced oa the continent of Europe from the 
beet amounts to over one-third of the total 
production of sugars of all kinds 


THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. 
These established and well-known facts 
should overweigh the appearauces and im­ 
pressions arising from individual or tem ­ 
porary failures in this .State, when all opera­ 
tions thus far may lie said to have been only 
intentional and unattended with the experi­ 
ence'and knowledge of the subject which was 
requisite to success in the old world, and 
should stimulate comparison to ascertain 
whether the natural advantages existing in 
this State, under similar methods of produc­ 
tion, cannot be made equally remunerative 
and important to the people and the State. 
I ; has already been shown from repeated 
analysis by the most eminent authorities 
th& tthe beets raised in this State, especially 
iu the region extending al*ng the river below 
Sacramento, are f;.r richer in saccharine m at­ 
ter than the average of those raised in E u­ 
rope and the proportion of pure sugar qual­ 
ity, compared with the non-saccharine prop­ 
erties contained in the jniee, and which is 
technically called the purity-coefficicent, is 
also remarkably great. 


THE GREATEST SACCHARINE PRODUCTION 
Reported from the beets raised in Europe is 
about 13 per cent., while the average from 
which the principal quantity of sugar is made 
r a c e s at a lower standard. l ’rofessor Hd- 
gard, of 3 he California -State l uiver.dty. in 
his report of analysis made of beets raised at 
Irletou, says :

(byspindle) i* 1.066,e. rrc;poii.lm g(bytalle )to 
10.1 per cent, of solid m atter. 
Direct de­ 
term ination gives 17.51 per cent. 
By the

a little less than two-thirds is soluble in 
water, showing a- ery small percentage of the 
alkaline salts, which are chiefly injurious in 
sugar manufacture.

transform into molasses about 1.2 out of the

By the m anufacturer.” 
He further states 


th at the 
analysis shows the purity-coeffi­ 
cient to be 81—a very high per cent., aud 
concludes his repoit as follows: “ I t thus 
'appears th at the Isleton factory has been 
most fortunate in the selection of its location, 
since the beets produced on the spot prove of 
such unusual high quality, both as to per­ 
centage of sugar aud purity of juice.” 
The rate in tons of beets per acre rai-ed in 
California, as compared w ith the yield in 
France and Germany,, where the 
greater 
amount of this sugar L made, is greatly ia 
favor of this State, averaging five to seven 
toas more per acre, accounting only for u 
single crop here per year, while if two crops 
upon these river sipage Linds can lie raised 
annually, as so generally and confidently 
clairned, the yield per acre would be in­ 
creased about three times th at obtained on 
the C’oct.inent of Europe. 
There has never, 
however, been any question in this State as 
to the fact of beet culture paying tho farmer, 
at prices paid by the factories, and cvm at 
the present time 


CONTRACTS TO FURNISH BEETS 
A t the Isleton factory at S3 per ton arc ac­ 
cepted by them as affording better remunera­ 
tion than can be obtained from any other use 
of their lands. 
This is 81 less per ton than 
the average paid by factories in Germany and 
F rance; but when the far greater yield ; r 
acre is considered, the remuneration to the 
beet-grower here far exceeds th at in Europe. 
The question of whether or not the making of 
Biigar here can be made profitable to manu­ 
facturers, would seem, when brought into 
comparison with the cost attending its foreign 
manufacture, and considering the difference 
in price obtained f r sugar produced, to ad­ 
m it of no uncertainty iu solution. 
The fac­ 
tories here can obtain unlim ited supplies of 
beets of superior quality at three-fourtns the 
price per toil paid in Europe. 
The manu­ 
facturer in this countiy has no Government 
duties whatever to pay. aud Congress has pro­ 
tected the manufacture of beet sugar by a 
tariff against other nations of from 2 to -! 
cents per pound, whereas the various Enro­ 
ll an Governments exact a revenue of from 2 
to 3 cents for every pound there made. 


THE ALVARADO FACTORY 
Is selling its entire production, and could 
readily sell many tim es more at ten cents 
per pound, wholesale, without moving it 
from its warehouse, while the price obtained 
in Europe does not exceed seven cents per 
pound. 
W ith these 
undeniable facts so 
largely preponderating in favor of our man­ 
ufacture. when accompanied with the proper 
application of the appointm ents and methods 
found to be most successful, it would seem 
th at this industry, iu the portions of the 
State most favorable to the raising of beets, 
would eventually take precedence over all 
others, 
ar.d n<-t only prove a blessing 
by 
increasing 
the 
demand 
for 
labor 
and supplying 
by home 
produeti 11 
a 
leading commodity and necessity of life, 
but also as affording a safe and remunerative 
field forborne investm ent of savings and capi­ 
tal. 
A large number in this city are already 
deeply interested in the present revival of 
the beet sugar enterprise, based as it is upon 
the present manager’s experience a t another 
factory, and have intim ated their intention 
of establishing other factories between this 
city and Isleton, should the present move­ 
ment prove successful.

The receipt of the news yesterday morning 
of the ruling of the Supreme Court, to the 
effect th at it had held th at ail bills m ust be 
read at length on three several days in each 
house, except as provided iu the Constitution, 
created a great deal of excitement, a perfect 
buzz of whispered comment in the chambers 
and warm arguments in the halls. 
Senators 
left their seats an-.l gathered in kuots outside 
to consult, and Assemblymen formed in 
groups to consider the situation and the prob­ 
able tffect of the decision upon the bills al­ 
ready passed by tho Assembly. 
Senator 
Grove L. Johnson was decidedly of the opin­ 
ion th at the dtcisiou.wuiild not affect the bills 
passed by the Assembly, where the journal 
;hows th at the bills were read. 
He thought 
the lecord conclusive, but he qualified his 
opinion by the reservation that the Court 
m ay 
have 
passed 
upou 
th at question 
and have opened a way for going behind the 
record. 
H e had understood th at the Court 
held th at the word “ re a d ” m ight be con- 
stiued ill the technical and parliam entary 
sense, yet th at the people had given it a dif­ 
ferent meaning iu adopting the Constitution. 
From th at he thought it might prove that 
the Court had gone beyond the face of the 
Constitution to seek an interpretation of i t ; 
and if so it m ight go so far as to lead the A s­ 
sembly to believe th at all bills read by title 
must be now read through again and in full 
each three times. 
Iu any event, he felt 
th at legislation would be delayed. 
Senator Nye had tho impression th at the 
Court’s opinion did not go so far as to require 
bills to be read again. 
He thought the jour­ 
nal of the House conclusive, 
lie should look 
anxiously for tho full opinion. 
Being asked 
it the journal was to be taken as conclusive 
where it states th at a bill was read, when in 
fact it was only read by title—whether that 
did not open a door for avoidance of full read­ 
ing, by simply recording in the bill’s history 
that it was read the first, second and third 
times, etc., the Senator replied th at it un­ 
doubtedly did, but that also implied perjury 
on the part of members of any legislative 
body so making a record after the question is 
determined by the Supreme Court as to w hat 
reading means. 
Senator liitte il was not prepared to pro­ 
nounce decidedly on the m atter, but thought 
th at the “ record ” would be conclusive. 
Senator Dickinson had examined into the 
question thoroughly, and was perfectly cer­ 
tain th at the record of the House was con­ 
clusive, aud that there would lie no trouble 
about going over Assembly bills again. 
Speaker Cowdt-ry thought the 
journal 
reeord conclusive, and was certain the Su­ 
preme Court so considered it. 
No one could 
toll w hat bills had and what had not been 
read in full in the House. 
H e helievetl a 
m ajority of the bills hail been read at length. 
Assemblyman Fox was positive th at tiie 
record was conclusive. 
The Supreme Court 
0:1 the argument had so expressly declared, 
aud a record of “ read by title ” had to he 
made iu order to get the case before the 
Court. 
A t the same time lie did not enter­ 
tain an exalted opinion of the wisdom of the 
decision of the Court. 
Assemblyman Young was very much un­ 
settled iu mind about it. 
H e thought the 
journal record should bo unimpeachable, and 
not possible to be attacked by parole, yet he 
would very much fear to trust one of the 
“ title-reail bills ” before the Supreme Court. 
Ex-Chief Justice Rhodes thought the rec­ 
ord of the House ought to be taken as 
“ verity ”—as one of those things conclusive 
and not to be attacked. 
B ut he could not 
give an opinion in the case without knowing 
exactly what the Supreme Court held. 
If it 
had held th at the provision of the Constitu­ 
tion could be- gone behind in search for the 
intent of the framers, it would not be diffi­ 
cult to forest'!' -what th at m ight lead to. 
He 
hardly thought the Court opinion, w hen-re­ 
ceived, would he found to go to the extent of 
weakening the conclusivcness which attaches 
to the record. If so, there would arise a serious 
question as to how many of the laws in the 
past have been made such iu strict accordance 
w ith constitutional direction. 
The Judge 
was not willing to give a positive opinion as 
to the effect of the decision until he should 
si e the opinion and read the statem ent of the 
Court upon which its decision has been 
based. 
The telegraphic dispatches yesterday of 
proceedings io the N ational House of Repre­ 
sentatives contained the followiug note iff a 
l ill pas. ed : “ lTiebill passed retting apart 
for park purposes certain lands iu < California 
on which are growing ‘ redwood’ or ‘ big 
trees.’ ” 
A s information is not conveyed 
iu the dispatch as to what groves of “ big 
trees ” or sequoia groups the Dill includes, a 
call was made upon Surveyor-General Shank- 
lin to ascertain whether this reserves Lire 
(lalaveras south grove of big trees, which is 
adm ittedly the largest anil best, and the 
greatest natural curiosity the State has in the 
way of “ big trees.” 
The reply of the Sur­ 
veyor was, th at while there are no recurds in 
his office to show tho fact, yet he knew that 
the south grove had been sold. 
It had been, 
under the Agricultural College grant, listed 
by 
the 
U nited 
States 
to 
the S tatj 
University Land 
Departm ent, 
and 
by 
the latter 
sold to one of 
the Sperry 
brothers, now 
of 
San Joaquin 
county. 
The U niversity people did not know at the 
time th at the sale disposed of this great curi­ 
osity. 
The purchaser erected a hotel at the 
north grove, aud opened trails from the north 
to the south grove. 
H e bought it for the 
purpose of preserving the grove and making 
it a place of resort by the curious tourist. 
111 tills respect the State is to be congratu­ 
lated ; for, after the loss of the grove to the 
Commonwealth, the next best thing was to 
have it fall into the hands of these who 
would prevent its destruction. 
I t was sug­ 
gested th at the action of Congress reported 
may be in the nature of a condemnation, but 
it was replied th at Government cannot con­ 
demn the laud, after having disposed of it, 
any more than it can condemn the sixteenth 
and thirty-sixth sections granted to 
the 
State, but rit might possibly manage to con­ 
demn it for the purpose of purchasing it under 
an award.
